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REMARKS 

Entry of this amendment is respectfully requested. Claims 1-16 have been canceled. 
New claims 1 7-37 have been added. Claims 17-37 are thus pending in this application. 

Several known apparatus for food processing a food product are noted in the background 
section of the application. However, none of the known apparatus teach or suggest a food 
processing apparatus having a frame defined by a pair of endplates disposed at opposite ends of a 
food processing chamber, and a pair of exteriorly disposed cross-braces that extend from one 
endplate to the other endplate. Furthermore, none of the known apparatus teach or suggest a 
food processing apparatus wherein the pair of endplates are of one piece unitary construction and 
configured to rest on a horizontal surface. Yet furthermore, none of the known apparatus teach 
or suggest a food processing apparatus wherein the pair of cross braces is of one-piece and 
tubular construction which interconnect the pair of endplates. Allowance of claims 17-37 is 
respectfully requested.
